Rich Oil Fields . 
Of Fort Norman 


—_—— 


The Greatest Difficulty to Overcome 
} Is That of Transportation. 


Official analysis has been made of 
the oil recently discovered by the Im- 
, Perial Oil Company near Fort Nor- 
man on the Mackenzie River. 

The analysis made of oil taken 
; from well No, 1, about 40 miles up- 
stream from Fort. Norman, gives the 
| following percentages: 

| Gasoline, 23.8; illuminating oil, 
38.2; light lubricating, 33.7; medium 
lubricating, 4.0. 

In comparison with the lighter oils 
found in the Okotoks district, south- 
'ern Alberta, the Fort Norman oil is 
rather light in gasoline. Samples

No reliable‘information is yet to 
hand of the value of the oil lands dis- 
covered down the Mackenzie, The 
volume of oil produced at Well No. 1 
was not measured. The well was al- 
lowed to gush two or three times, 
and, when the flow subsided, a cap 
was put on quickly. The well, ac- 
cording to reports here, gave the im- 
pression of being a rather large pro- 
ducer. But particulars of the full ex- 
tent of the new oil fields are still 
lacking although their value is ad- 
| mittedly enormous—if the transpor- 
; tation over the great northland can 
be conquered. 

There is already indication of'a 
rush for claims. The government, it 
is understood, is proposing to send its 
mining experts to Fort Norman in 
the coming season and, if conditions 
warrant, recording -offices for eclaims 
, will be established near the oil field. 
At the present time, the recording of- 
ficé is at Edmonton, roughly about 
1,000 miles from Fort Norman. |

Auditors have been ap- 
pointed for determining the amount 
of Canada’s share, and the president 
of the institute of chartered account- 
ants, London, England, has agreed to 
draw up the terms of reference. Sir 
George Perley, high commissioner for 
Canada, is watching the proccedings.

Air Freight Lines 


England Leading the World in 
Transit by Plane. 

England is credited with now being 
the nation in the front rank as to avia- 
tion, and is not only leading all the 
rest in the development of military 
craft, but passenger and express as 
well. In 15 months, the record 
shows, 82,000 passengers and 200,000 
pounds of freight travelled 1,000,000 
miles in 48,000 flights. The package 
rate is comparatively low, and also a 
great saving in time can be shown, 
for I recall sending a suitcase in 1913 
from Rome to London by the fastest 
rail express, and the surprise I caused 
by demanding an investigation when 
it had not reached destination after 29 
days en route, the distance being 
equivalent to that between New York 
and Tampa, Florida. 

Here we seldom miss a day that 
does not record one or two deaths of 
pilot or passenger; apparently over 
there they have a better something— 
it can hardly be the fliers themselves 
—for in 15 months the fatalities are 
reported to be only one for every 
1,500 flights. We have, of course, 
curiosity riding at resorts, but for 
short distances; the travelling pub- 
lic here still prefers to trust itself to 
the steam cars. The trans-ocean pas- 
senger schedule, which was so con- 
fidently predicted as almost ready 
several years ago, is still remote. It 
will doubtless come some day, but, as 
this magazine hag predicted, it is yet 
a long way off, in spite of the fact 
that a round trip from London to 
Paris (574 miles) can be made in six 
hours instead of 24, at a cost of about 
$90 for plane, against $40 by rail. The 
aero company which is operating a 
passenger service between Key West 
and Havana charges $150 for one pas-

The splendid showirg of seed ginin 
seed grasses and potatoes at the 
Lacembe seed fair Wednesday fully 
demonstrated not only the crop pro- | 
ducing posthilities of that district, 
but that it fe a source of high class 
Owing to the weather 
being very cold, the exhibits were not 
quite as large in number as they 
wotld have been, but what was lack, 
ing in nambers. was well made up in 


| quality. Practically’ all of the seed 


shown was exceptionally high class 
and_there was no poor seed shown 
at all, Some of the wheat was of | 
such a high standard ‘hat Prof. G. 
11. Cutler, who judged at the interna- 
tional hay & grain show stated that 
| would easily have won placings at the 
international. The same condition ' 
, also existed in barley. 

| The premier honors in wheat were 
awarded to a sample of ruby wheat 
| shown by John Laign, of Blackfalds. 
This sample weighed 66 1-2 lbs. per 
| bushel and was, very uniform in col- 
or; clean, and of splendid milling qua- 
lity. The special prize went to Orson 
Burrows of Lacombe, who exhibited 
early red fife. There was but little 
difference between these two samples. 
The Ruby scored 98 points while the 
red fife acored 92.5. The red fife al- 
though an excellent sample was hardly 
as sound and had a slight tendency 
towards shrunkeness. It weighed one 
half pound less than the first prize 
entry. The third prize was awarded 
to a sample of wheat, also Ruby, which 
weighed 67 pounds per bushel. Al- 
though heaviest of all it lacked some- 
' what in uniformity in comparison with 
the first and second, and had more 
starchy berries, however, like the oth- 
ers was an excellent sample of seed 
wheat. 

_ The entries of both long oats and 
short oats were very good as a whole 
ranging in weight from @ to 45.8 
pounds per bushel, which is just two 
pounds lighter than the oats grown 
my W. J. Lucas of Cayley, that won 
the silver trophy against all comers at 
the recent Chicago  intornational. 
Forty-five pound oats are not uncom. 
mon in Alberta when it is taken into 
consideration that the best oats 
grown in the east shown at the inter- 
national only weighed from 36 to 40 
pounds, Lacombe has something that 
she need not be ashamed of. 

The long oats shown were all good | 
in @dlor and of splendid quality al- 
though weighing slightly Tess than 
plumper short varieties. Weger and 
Trame Bros. with an exhibit of Ban- 
ner oats weighing 42 1-2 Ibs. per bu- 
shell took the first prize with a score 
of 92. The second prize was also aw- 
arded to a sample of banner oats 
shown by W. J. Barnes of Blackfalds. 
The exhibit weighed 42 pounds per bu- 
shel and acored 89. The third prize 
was awarded to a more or less new 
variety known as the Asassman, shown 
by A. F. Smith of Lacombe. This 
sample was two pounds lighter than 
either of the other entries and scored 
85 


The quality of the short oats shown 
was somewheat better than the long 
varieties but the exhibits were not as 
clean as those of the long oats. Some 
had a few grains of barley and for | 
this reason did not score as high. 
Peter Duncan of Lacombe was award- 
ed the highest honors in short oats 
on a sample of abundance oats weigh- 
ing 44 pounds, socring 89.5. This 
was an exceptionally good sample of 
oats, very uniform and true to type. 
The second prize went to Joseph Big- 
lands, who also exhibited abundance 
oats. This entry was good in qual- 
ity and type, but was three and a 
half pounds lighter per bushel, it 
scored 89. The third prize was aw- 
arded. to an entry of yellow oats. 
McKenzies Gold Reign, shown by Al- 
bert Keitel. This entry was very 
goed in quality and weighed the high- 
‘est of any sample shown. 

The barley that won first prize was 
an outstanding sample of the mensury 
variety, that was really a credit to the 
crower, Joseph Biglands. [t was al- 
most perfect in color, true to type, and 
as Prof. Cutler stated was better than 
most of the six rowed barley shown at 
the international. This entry weigh- 
ed 58 pounds per bushel. The second 
prize went to A. C. Bruns, also a 
lst class barley which scored only one 
half point less, while the third prize 
went to Albert Keitel, with an entry 
of barley that weighed 50.5 pounds 
per bushel. ; 

The timothy, brome grass seed, fall | 
rye and potatoes shown were also very 
good. In these classes, however, the 
competition was hardly as keen as fn 
the grains. 

After the placing of the awards a} 
meeting of the exhibitors and farmers 
interested was held, which was addres- 
sed by Prof. Cutler, department of 
field husbandry, and Prof. McGregor 
Smith, department of agricultural en- 
vineering, university of Alberta, anv 
J. F. Block Edmonton. 

The keynote of Prof. Cutler's ada- 
ress was “re-established.” Necess- 
ity of producing larger quantities of 
wheat is not as great as during the 
past five or six years. The countries 
has now reached a stage where the 
farmers can turn their attention to-

striking out, etc., which gave the best 
results, but the setting and handling 
of the plows, hitches, etc. | 

Mr. Block spoke briefly on the pro- 
gress, that Alberta is making in the 
production of seed grain and highly 
commended the exhibitors on the 
splendid showing of gruin at the show. 
The varieties of barley, he pointed out 
were outstanding and without a doubt 
the best he had seen in the province 
this year.

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This Canadian Banking System 


In the course of this series of articles, dealing with the respective legie- 
lative end*administfative functions and powers of the Dominion denepreal 
and Provincial Legislatures, consideration was given last week to the sub- 
ject of Public Health, which is largely, although not entirely, a matter for 
Provincial action, This week attention is directed to a subject which | 
comes solely within the jurisdiction of the Dominion, namely, Banking, in- | 
corporation of Banks, currency, coinage and issue of paper money. | 

The subject of Banking is very much in the public mind at the present 
time, as it always is in periods of “tight money’ and—When an economic 
necessity arises, not in the interest of the Banks alone, but in the interest 
of the whole country, to curtail credit and prepare for financial storms. A

Small Banks Fail Again 


The farmers of Notth Dakota are 
said to be holding their grain for high- 
@ prices, and as a result they are un- 
able to pay their debts as promptly as 
they should. The Banks of North Da- 
kota, many of which are small local 
banks, have been seriously affected 
by this “wheat strike.” Owing to the 
local nature ofthese institutions, a 
situation such ag the existing one is 
sufficient to impéril their financial ex- 
istence. As a matter of fact fifteen of 
these banks have closed their doors in 
as many days, It is stated that some; 
of them will re-open as soon as the 
present financial stringency ends. 

We have heard a great déal in this 
western country of the merits of the 
amall local banks, so plentiful in the 
United States. We have heard much 
of the disadvantages of the Canadtan 
banking system, much more than cit 
he substantiated. But we have not yet! 
heard -of a financial stringency in any 
or all of the Western Provinces re- 
sulting in the closing down of fifteen] 
Canadian branch banks. We are ex 
prriencing a similar situation in the 
West to that which is causing trouble 
in North Dakota; some of our farm- 
ers are holding their wheat for high 
er prices and neglecting to pay their 
debts. We have had crop failures dur- 
ing past years in various local'ties, we 
have had financial stringé@mcies more 
or less periodically, but our Canadian

Living as we did for:a number of 
years the only settler in the district, 
generally when travellers called it 
meant staying all night, and often 
loriger, and thus friendships were 
formed much more lasting than at the 
present time. 

One of our closest and best belov- 
ed friends was Willian Ogilvie (af-|! 
terwatds Commissioner of — the | 
Yukon), and he generally made it a| 
point of staging some time with us 
when in the West. On one of these 
occasions, in the fall of 1892 if my 
memory is correct, he dropped in and 
received his usual welcome. He had 
been across the mountains and down 
in California and Utah. These places 
at that time were, being swept by a 
spiritualistic wave (something like the 
present time) and table turning, con- 
sulting with mediums, etc. was all 
the rage. 

One night after the day's work was 
done and a few friends had come in 
(1892 saw the first settlers, who were 
camping close at hand) to meet and 
listen to Mr. Ogilvie who was a 
most accomplished raconteur, with a 
marvellous memory, he proposed that 
we try and get in touch with the other 
world by joining hands round our 
large'table. We had been very much 
interested in hearing details of what 
he had seen on his western trip in this 
line, so the reply was immediate, “let 
us try.” An ex-naval officer was 
staying with me at the time and he 
laughed the whole thing to scorn, 
would have nothing to do with it, and 
talked of fakes, imposture and all the 
rest of it; so we appointed him chief 
critic. 

There were present a doctor's wife, 
a young lady teacher, my own family 
and several others, some eight or ten 
in all, or more, and Ogilvie placed us 
standing round the tab!e rather away 
from it and leaning forward resting | 
the tips of our fingers upon it. 

Our fingers were touching one an- 
other and the naval man was to kcep 
strict watch that on one touched the 
table with their body. 


A word about the table first. This 
was a remarkably solid piece of fur- 
niture with stout legs and a two-inch 
spruce top. The lumber had been 
pit-sawed by ourselves out of the log 
and dressed down by hand. There 
were no castors on it; in fact you 
could not shove it very well and ‘t 
had to be lifted when moved. 

Well, we circled the table, and Mr. 
Ogi'vie arranged a formula, so many 
knocks for certain words and so on, 
and the table when inspired was to 
rear up and knock replies. We stood 
there probably threequarters of an 
hour and our naval man had the time

Ottawa.—Stunting in civilian flying 
is being check din an ainendment to 
the air regulations, 1920. The super- 
intendent of the certificate branch of 
the air board in a report, stated that 
accidents had occurred in the course 
of civilian flying due to machines be- 
ing stunted with passengers at, or 
without their special request. There 
is no purpose in stunting in civilian 
flying, said the report, “and its pro- 
hibition will be beneficial, not only 
for the purpose of preventing acci- 
dents, but also for the purpose of in- 
ducing a real.zation that flying does

Though called a “luxuty tax” the 
impost was not levied, exclusively on 
what could be ¢alled luxuries, It ap- 
plied also to articles of clothing of 
goods of the better quality, that te 
to hecessities.

Yet the testimony of merchants ev- 
erywhere is that the luxury tax did 
kit! the demand for high quality clo- 
thing and other necessities that were 
officially classed as luxuries.

>, .boost was in the form of a tax, and 


not simply a price increase. In oiier 
words it was not the price, but the 
tax that brought the buying campaign 
to a halt.

think that it would be better if all 
_ taxation were direct taxation; if cus- 


tom houses were abolished and the 
national revenue raised by direct levy 
upon land and other forms of wealth. 
They might be right. There are good 
looking reasons for the view that it 
would be a’ cheaper and a more effi- 
cient way of getting revenue than 
through custom’s duties and _ other 
round-about methods. Indirect act- 
ion always involves waste. . Certain- 
ly under .the direct taxation system, 
the public could not be exploited—as 
they are now exploited—by home man- 


_ ufacturers who mark up their product 


to the artificial level created by the 
tariff.

But in a country where fhe people 
Tule the taxes have to be collected by 
such means as the people will accep*. 
However sound a tax theory it can- 
not “get anywhere” if the public will 
not stand for it, And the brief car- 
reer and sudden finish of the “luxury 
tax’’ seems to show pretty plainly that 
the people of Canada do not want 
and would not sanction the abolition 
of indirect taxation and the substit- 
ution of direct levy. In fact it shows 
quite conclusively that if the national 
revenue depended upon the willing- 
ness of the public to be taxed directly 
there wouldn’t be enough revenue to 
pay the salaries of the civil servants. | 

However disappointing this may be | 
to those.who advocate free trade, it is 
aspect. of the case that cannot be ov-| 
erlooked. It may be that the public | 
are mistaken, that they are paying a! 
high price for the privilege of paying | 
their taxes indirectly and unconscious. | 
ly. But it is a privilege of a self’ 
governing people to “fool” themselves | 
in this way if they want to, and the! 


' emphatic way the Canadian people 


refused to pay the luxury tax shows 
that the advocates of direct taxation 
have a large contract on hand if they 
are to convert the people to their way 
of ‘thinking.
